Reason for Opposition.

Mr. Bryan. obser ed that It was very
difficult to put into Immediate prac-
tice any Idea or system wl.ich might,
filter substantially the international
law in force, foi such muasuics would
i.crult Indirectly in favoring- 0110 of
the belligerents; thai- - it was: not easy
to adopt such a pioceduro without
appealing to show partiality.

DEHTINT PLANS

FOR NEW SUBMARINES

Plan Dreadnaughts More Ade-

quately Defended Against

Undersea and Air Attacks.

That the ITnited States navy Is work-
ing on a design of a dreadnaught that
will be more adequately defended
against submailnc and air attack, and
Unit the navy hereafter will have sub-

marines built on Its own piano. Instead
of accepting plans of submarine build-

ers, arc striking facts brought out In the
nnuaual report of Rear Admiral D. W.
Taylor, chief of the Bureau of Con-

struction and Bepali.
Admiral Taylor does not go into de-

tails In outlining the battleship changes,
holding that "details qtf changes of con-

struction aic regarded as confidential,"
but ho declares that specifications for
tho ships nexL to be purchased have
been matcrialry improved, Indicating
that tho changes designed to mako the
hattlcshlp proof against submarines will
be given a trial on the next shlp3 built.

With reference to the submarine plans
It was explained In the report that here-

tofore the navy merely has asked for
bids for leaving it to the bid-

ders to furnish the plans. That plan
will be abandoned and Instead the bu-

reau will submit plans prepared by its
own naval constructors. The submarine
building companies will be permitted to
submit bids based on their own patents
and designs, however, and this will give
the Navy Department tho privilege of
choosing between Its own and private
company submarine designs.

Bureau experts designed the Schley,
the big fleet submarine now under con-
struction. The department now Is pre-p.ul-

plans In two latger boats. "It is
true that the designing and building of
submarines Is a specialty that requires
experience," Admiral Taylor's report
says, "but we now have In the navy
adcciuato experience In this connection "

The icport outlines contemplated Im-
provements at the model basin at A ash-ingt-

navy yard, where hull designs
aio tested. A device to simulate storm
conditions and wave motions Is now
being Installed in tho tank as a means
of more closely approximating actual
tondltions at sea.
